Lum has now an- 
nounced his intention of taking’ 
over the district by force, soldiers 
and gunboats having been secured 
for thie purpose. Fighting is 
expected unless Chu hands over 
his office.

The memoria! to Lord Roberts 
in St. Panl’s, which has been 
unveiled by the Duke of Con- 
naught, carries on the tradition 
of commemorating in the 
Cathedral famous members pf 
the active Services. Among 
the memorials those to sold- 
fers and sailors predominate. 
Lard Roberts is buried in St 
Paul's He lias near the centre 
of the crypt which is occupied by 
the graves of Nelson and Well- 
ington. Hitherto thera has been 
no visible memorial in the Cathe- 
dral itself,and it is only within 
the last year that the project 
which has just been completed 
took practical shapy. A Com- 
mittee, of which Lord Milner, Lord 
Curzon, Sir Wiliam Furse. Mr. 
PS. Oliver, and others ware mem- 
hers, made themselves responsible 
for carrying it out. There was.no 
public appeal The subscriptions 
came—manoy of them in small 
sums from Lord Roberts per-on- 
al friends and admirers, and from 
the regiments which had sarved 
with him inevery part of the world.
